Of course the federal governm ent, 
with its handful of forest rangers,

through the sam e sources each year. 
The Forst Service does most of its 
own work by actual observation and 
fire prevention in the national forest 
reserves which cover millions of a cres 
and by training and cooperating with 
sta te agencies. Lum berm en’s a ssocla 
tions and other groups help with the 
work, of which the federal service is 
the heart and center. 
It is difficult for the average per­ 
son to understand how there could be 
more than 85,000 separate fires with­ 
out burning up a ll the forests in the 
country. 
Those who have lived in

Destruction of seed trees and young 
growth is perhaps the most disastrous 
result of the light fires. 
The steady 
efforts of the Forest Service in re­ 
cent years 
have 
protected 
many 
areas completely from surface fires, 
and in these areas the young growth 
is coming forward mpidly, and show­ 
ing how our forests will replenish 
themselves if given a real chance. 
While the acts of men start the ma­ 
jority of forest fires, the great trees 
of the larger forests give evidence 
that fires were started by lightning 
long before man, even the Indian, 
caused the trouble. 
Fire scars have 
been found on very old trees, arni 
some of those in California indicate 
that. fires took place more than 1500 
years ago. Trees of that ago are rare, 
but for the last two centuries the

Almost ev ery Ameri­ 
can who can read has been warned to 
■tart fires, y et they are started ev ery 
y ear, if ev ery smoker ex ting uished 
bU smoke there 
would 
be about 
10.000 fewer forest fires each y ear. If 
ev ery camper put out his fire, actual 
ly put it all the way out, either soak 
lug ev ery ember and both feldes of 
ev ery stick with water, or smothering 
ev ery bit complct^iJ^y and tramping It 
well into the g round, there would be 
6.000 less fires. 
Nobody has y et inv ented a dev ice 
which will prev ent locomotiv es from 
throwing sparks, and still cause no 
loss of power per ton of fuel. Such 
a dev ice in univ ersal operation would 
sav e 8 ,600 fires a y ear. If farmers 
would not burn slashing s at dang er 
ous times and without adeq uate con 
trol, about 14,000 fires a y ear would 
be prev ented. 
Forest fires decreased last y ear In 
number in the northeast areas of tho 
United States, in tlio south Atlantic 
airea, in the sections bordering the 
Mississippi on the west, in the Prai­ 
rie States, and on tho Pacific Coast. 
On the other hand

wore in­ 
creases in the Appalachian mount­ 
ains, in the states bordering the Mls- 


alsslpl on the east, in the 
Great 
Lakes area, and 
the Rocky mountain 
states. While the total of fires itas 
less than in 19 24, it was almost doa­ 
ble the ten y ear av erag e since 1916.

No doubt the 
opening of g reat areas to tourists has 
bad its effect. The tourist howev er

to watch for earelessnflss on the pari 
of others.

W hile the acts of men sta rt the m a­ 
jority of forest fires, the great trees 
of the larger forests give evidence 
th at fires w ere started by lightning 
long before man, even the Indian, 
caused the trouble.

tale of forest fires is clearly told by 
the scarred monarchs still standing. 
The government experts have even 
tabulated the exact years when the 
forests were swept by fire. In Cali­ 
fornia, for example, they know that 
from 168G onward there have been 
fires at intervals 
averaging 
eight 
years. 
These early fires left their marks 
In fire scars, the dates of which are 
determined by 
counting 
the 
rings 
when the trees ar? cut. 
The trees 
were scarred but not 
killed. 
Fire 
scars 
however ultimately kill many 
trees, as they damage them near the 
ground, and this damage often starts 
rotting which ends 
in 
felling 
the 
tree. If the tree is not wholly killed, 
Its most valuable lumber, the first 
log from the base Is ruined. 
How to Prerent Fires. 
The Forest Service fights fires first 
by educating the public to prevent 
them, 
second 
by 
detecting 
them 
when they start and putting them out 
before they get beyond control. State 
and private forest services follow the 


same methods. 
Almost every Ameri­ 
can who can read has been warned to 
start fires, yet they are started every 
year. 
If every smoker extinguished 
his smoke there 
would 
be about 
10.000 fewer forest fires each year. If 
every camper put out his fire, actual 
ly put It all the way out, either soak 
tag every ember and both bides of 
every stick with water, or smothering 
every bit c o m p le te and tramping It 
well into the ground, there would bo 
6.000 less fires. 
Nobody has yet Invented a device 
which will prevent locomotives from 
throwing sparks, and still cause no 
loss of power per ton of fuel. Such 
a device in universal operation would 
save 8,500 fires a year. If farmer* 
would not burn slashings at danger­ 
ous times and without adequate con 
trol, about 14,000 fires a year would 
be prevented. 
Forest fires decreased last year In 
number In the northeast areas of tho 
United States, In the south Atlantic 
airea, In the sections bordering the 
Mississippi on tho west, in the Prai­ 
rie States, and on the Pacific Coast. 
On the other hand 
thoro 
wore in­ 
creases in the Appalachian mount­ 
ains, in the states bordering the Mis- 


sissipl on the east, in the 
Great 
Lakes area, and the Rocky mountain 
states. While the total of fires was 
less than in 1924, it was almost dou­ 
ble tho ten year average since 1916. 
As in the case of the decrease in 
the game fish supply, the automobile 
(s blamed for a gooid deal of the in­ 


crease In forest fires. No doubt the 
opening of great areas to tourists has 
had its effect. The tourist however 
is usually most adaptable to advice 
given 
in good spirit and obviously 
based on common sense. Most tour­ 
ists not only put out their own fires 
and their own smokes, but are alert 


to watch for carelessness on the part 
of others. 
The Forest Service be­ 
lieves that the earnest appeal to the 
public to be watchful of all the ele­ 
ments which may start fires is hav-, 
lug a helpful effect, and urges every 
one concerned to peek up the & 
work.

Electors of Grant district, W. Va., will pass judgment tomor­ 
row on a proposed $75,000 bond issue for the erection ol an 
elementary and high school building in Newell and increased facili­ 
ties at the Grandview building in Lawrenceville, a section east of 
Chester. 
If the proposal is approved, the district will receive a $40,000 
gift—$25,000 from the Homer Laughlin China company., $5,000 
from W. E. Wells, secretary-treasurer of the china company, and 
a $10,000 site from the North American Manufacturing company. 
Submission of the proposed bond issue as well as the proffer of 
the Newell interests was prompted by fact that the district is 
lacking in school facilities. If the plan is sanctioned, as it should 
be, congestion in many buildings will be relieved at a compara­ 
tively small cost. 
Aside from the educational advantages for children to be ac­ 
crued, district electors should vote on the proposal from a purely 
selfish point of view, for it means larger and better schools at bar­ 
gain prices.

1924 the number of 
fires exceeded 91,900 and the money 
loss $28,000,000. 
Of course the federal government, 
with its handful of forest rangers, 
depends largely on state reports for 
many of the figures making up these 
totals, hut they may be considered 
approxim ately 
correct, 
and 
come 
through the same sources each year. 
Tile Forst Service does most of its 
own work by actual observation and 
fire prevention in the national forest 
reserves which cover millions of acres 
and by training and cooperating with 
state agencies. Lum berm en’s associa 
tions and other groups help with the 
work. of which the foderal service Is 
the heart and center. 
It is difficult for the average per­ 
son to understand how there could be 
more than 85,000 separate fires with­ 
out burning up all the forests in the 
country. 
Those who have lived in 
the big woods understand, howovor, 
that many fires 
are surface 
fires, 
which go through the woods burning 
the light brush and not destroying 
all of the green tim ber.

Fire scars have 
been found on very old trees, and 
some of those in California indicate 
th at . fires took place more than 1500 
years ago. Trees of th at ago are rare, 
but for the last two centuries tho

Such 
a device In universal operation would 
save 8,500 fires a year. If farmers 
would not burn slashings at danger­ 
ous times and without adequate con 
trol, about 14,000 fires a year would 
be prevented. 
Forest fires decreased last year In 
number in the northeast ureas of tho 
United States, In tile south Atlantic 
uirea, in the sections bordering the 
Mississippi on tho west, in the Prai­ 
rie States, and on the Pacific Coast. 
On the other hand 
there 
wore in­ 
creases in the Appalachian mount­ 
ains, in the states bordering the Mis- 


sissipi on the east, in the 
Great 
Lakes area, and the Rocky mountain 
states. While the total of fires was 
less than in 1924, it was almost dou­ 
ble tho ten year average since 1916. 
As In the case of the decrease in 
the game fish supply, the automobile 
is blamed for a geoid deal of the in­ 


crease In forest fires. No doubt the 
opening of great areas to tourists has 
had its effect. The tourist however 
is usually most adaptable to advice 
given 
in good spirit and obviously 
based on common sense. Most tour­ 
ists not only put out their own fires 
and their own smokes, but are alert 


to watch for carelessness on the part 
of others. 
The Forest Service be­ 
lieves th at the earnest appeal to the 
public to bo watchful of all the ele­ 
ments which may start fires is hav­ 
ing a helpful effect, arid urges every 
one concerned to peek up the 
work.
